The merits of this will 
probably be debated for a very, very long time, but in the meantime, 
some sellers have suggested that they would leave "false positive" (FP) 
feedback. Specifically, they would leave positive feedback containing 
the word "negative" or "neg", as an indication of the type of feedback 
they wanted to leave.
